especially her attitude toward Turkey 
and, incidentally, the attitude of the 
other powers. 


Premier Crisui's statement was a 


long oae and was largely devoted to 
the government's internal policv. He 
defended at length the Italian anti- 
Socialist laws, aud he asserted that, in 
practice, socialism differed litt!» from 
anarchy. He admitted that the public 
security was not ideal, bnt said it was 
improving. 


Ho said that although lift formerly op- 


posed the law of guaranties, he now 
upheld it. This law, he said, conld not 
be revoked without leading to internal 
disorders and foreign complications. 
The Vatican now oijuved great free- 
dom. 
The revival of .the Catholic ac- 


tivity throughout a great part of the 
world, he argued, was a matter for seri- 
ous consideration, showing that liberty 
existed permitting religions societies to 
be reconstructed on a more solid basis.

x> setting fire to that building. The 
Mussulmans killed two students belong- 
ing to the seminary. 


All the American missionaries, five 


in number, are safe; but whether they 
left Marash before the disturbance broke 
out or whether they are under the pro- 
tection of the Turkish authorities i» 
not known. 


l>et»il» of Mauancre at' Mara*b. 


LONDON, Nov. a9.—A dispatch from 


Constantinople states that the embas- 
sies there have learned 'that in the mas- 
sacre at Marash on Nov. 18 1,000 per- 
sons were killed. The Christian quar- 
ters of the town were burned from three 
points. 


A letter received hers describing pre- 


vious massacres says that before it com- 
menced the tcwn crier ordered the 
Christian shops to be opened under a 
penalty-for refusal. It Was then that 
the_ pillage and murder began. The 
writer of this letter, who had been a 
great philo-Turk, adds that there are 
signs of resistance on the part of the 
Christians. 


The dispatch also says that the em- 


bassies hear from their consuls that all 
possibility of rendering assistance to 
the Sassounites who were the victims 
of the outrages at- that, point- hj^g been 
ended, and that the Kurds are wiping 
them out of existence and have de- 
stroyed all the buildings which have 
been erected bv the expenditure of the 
English relief fund. A similar story 
comes from the Van couut.ry where the 
disturbances continue as baily as ever.

called housesmiths.

of manufacturing iron and putting it 
in place as the framework of business 
buildings has assumed great proportions 
and developed still greater possibilities. 
The fireproof building supported bv a 
structural iron frame is already the 
business building of the cities. It will 
be still more the building of the futnre.

It in place.

* Xew Trade That HIM Sprang Up Within 


a I'cw v«»rs- 


The strike of the Honsesmiths' union, 


which now threatens a general inter- 
ruption of building in New York city, 
is indirectly due to the fact that science 
and invention have recently produced 
the new industry of converting iron in- 
to "house timber." A new trade has 
been the result. Employment is beiug 
given to au increasing number of me- 
chanics who are to structural iron what 
carpenters are to woodwork, what ma- 
sons are to brick and stone. 
They are 


called housesmiths. 


Within the past ten years the business 


of manufacturing iron and putting it 
in place as the framework of business 
buildings has assumed great proportions 
and developed still greater possibilities. 
The fireproof building supported bv a 
structural iron frame is already the 
business baiiding of the cities. It will 
be still more the building of the future. 


Progress is often unnoticed until it 


develops such friction as is a result of 
the relations between members of the 
Iron league, who supply the iron frame- 
work for modern buildings, and the 
honsssniiths, who put it in place. 
Inconvenient as such friction is, it is 
an indication of the remarkable growth 
in the building trade which has taken 
place so recently that the public has 
hardly had time to realize it—New 
York World.

ons to,children aod wiaicU are not s 
lightly treated in other cities. 


There has been but one death from 


scarlet fever this fall, the cases bein 
usually mild, but all medical author 
ties state the disease in -its wors 
forms can be taken from the ligbtes 
cases, making the disease a most dan 
gerouspne and one which should be me 
with eferyjjfecantion and safeguaj 
possible beiore a worse condition i 
to be confronted.
